Thought She Was Makking Eyes. 

“Mr. Brokaw, therefore, thought 
whenever she looked at any of her 
male acquaintances that she was ‘mak- 
ing eyes.’

Before Mrs. Brokaw took the stand,

Tracks unlawfully laid by the Ter- 
minal Railroad Asosciation m all parts 
of the city under invalid permits are 
to be torn up in the fight te compel 
the Terminal to abolish the bridge ar- 


bitrary, according to a siatement made 


by Councilman Schutz, who is leading 


the campaign. Large shippers of the 
city have given him assurances, he says, 
of financial assistance in that direction. 

The procedure for the removal of 
tracks is for somebody to complain to 
the Street Commissioner, who in turn 
notifies the City Marshal‘to tear them 
up. The City Marshal seldom has any 
money available for such a purpose, and 
that ends it. The tracks stay. 

Mr. Schutz proposes, with the assist- 
ance of shippers, to place a fund at 
the disposal of the City Marshal that 
will enable him’ to tear up all the tracks 
that occupy streets and alleys illegally. 

Much Trackage is Illexal. 

The extent of the illegal trackage and 
what it would mean to the Terminal to 
have all the illegal tracks torn up may 
be realized from the fact that under 
two permits only, one issued by Mayor 
Wells and one by Mayor Kreismann, 79 
separate stretches of track were laid 
over 2 streets and alleys. 

Councilman ,Schutz went to _ the 
Mayor's office Thursday in search of a 
list of permits issued by different 
mayors to the Terminal for the use of 
streets. Ite found that there was no 
record of the issuance of these permits 
prior to the administration of Mayor 
Wells, although it is Known that such 
permits were issuea by other mayors.’ 

The Terminal, if it would get’ the 
streets and alleys in the Ranken tract 
from the city, will face the necessity 
of fulfilling all agreements and obliga- 
tions contained in ordinances. It will

POINTS ON WHICH DR. DOXEY’s 
STATEMENT IS CONTRADICTED 


Here are extracts from Dr. Doxey’s 
statement in deferse of his wife, shown 
in comparison with known facts which 
have béen brought in official investi- 
gation of the case. 

_ ¢€My wife, Dora, was at William J. 
Erder’s home with him, but not as his 
wife.. She was visiting Mr. and Mrs. 
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: -- anremeenneneneenaes 
bors. Six days before he died and two 
days before he became ill he visited the 
home of his mother, accompanied by 
Dora Erder as his wife. It was on this 
visit that he told of the blackberry pie 
which his wife made and which he ate. 


“When Will Erder’s wife deserted 
him a man, whose name I do not 
know, and whem I cnn’t find, took my 
wife to Erder’s home to surse him.” 

This is in direct conflict with Dr. 
Doxey’s statement that his wife was 
visiting the Erders before the alleged 
desertion. 


“My wife told me Erder’s wife re- 
sembled her enough to be mistaken 
for her. Both had bluish eyes, They 
were about the same height and pos- 
sibly the same weight, 109 to 110 
pounds.” 

Dr. Doxey does not explain how, if 
his wife was taken to the house after 
the other wife went away, she could 
possibly know a!l‘of these details about 
the other woman who so strikingly re- 
sembled her even in height and weight. 

“From the time my wife went to 
Erder’s house she ministercd to him 
until his. dying day.” 

If, as Dr. Doxey says, his wife went 
to the Erder home 10 days before 
Erder’s death, she had been there four 
days as a nurse when she summoned 
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while he called om all those present to 
see how she had injured him. 

Her counsel gradually brought her to 
the occasion at High Point in the spring 
of 1908, when she whe driven to try sui- 


cide. He had her tell of serious quar- 
rels at Great Neck, at Baltimore, at 
Atlantic City and at several hotels in 
this city, after each of which her hus- 
pand had telephoned, she said, that he 
was ‘‘deadly ill” and had begged her to 
come to him.

DIVORCE PAPERS 


Kansas Man Refuses to Accept 
Service in the Street and 
Kills Officer. 


HIDES IN A CLOSET 


Fatally Wounded Through 
Door After He Had Shot 
One Member of Posse. 


By Aercciated Press. 
“ANSAS CITY, Kan., Dec. 9.—The at- 


tempt of Charles Lukens, a deputy 
sheriff, to serve papers in a divorce sult 
on Charles Galleway, led to the killing 
of Lukens and Galloway, and the shoot- 
ing of Harry Anderson, a detective. 
Accompanied by William Drew, City 


Marshal of Ro. dale, Kan., Lukens at- 
tempted to serve the papers on Gallo- 
way in the street. Galloway ran and 
the officers pursued, They shot at the 
fleeing man and he returned the fire, 
shooting Lukens through the heart. He 
died in a few minutes. Drew fired at 
Galloway, but he escaped. 

Sheriff Albert Becker of Wyandotte 
then organized an armed posse to search 
for Galloway. He was found barricaded 
in the house of J. E. Creason, his busi- 
ness partner in Kansas City, Mo. When 
officers forced an entrance he jumped 
into a closet and firing through the door 
shot one of the posse named Anderson 
through the arm. 

The officers fired through the door and 
Galloway fell with a bullet in the 
stomach. He died at a hospital early 
th: morning. 

Galloway was a prosperous business 
man. He is believed to have expected 
trouble with the authorities, as he left a 
supply of ammunition at Creason’s 
house. He is said to have been drink- 
heavily. 


SUGGESTS USE OF SHOTGUNS 
TO STOP NEGROES’ INVASION 


Resident Would Keep Blacks From 
Whites’ District With 


Firearms. 

Shotguns for discouraging negroes who 
attempt to invade Northwest St. Louis 
as residents have been recommended to 
the improvement socicties and churches, 
interested in keeping that part of the city 
a “‘white man’s district.’’ The flery sug- 
gestion was made Wednesday night at 
a mass meeting in Marcus Hall by Rich- 
ard T. Bradley, 72 years old, of 1618 
North Euclid avenue, one of tk charter 
members of the Cote Erilliante Improve- 
ment and Protective Association. 

“A friend of mine asked me the other 
day,”’ said Bradley, ‘‘whethér there were 
any negroes on Cote Brilliante avenue. 
‘No,’ I ‘answered, ‘and there won’t be 
as long as there are any hardware 
stores in St. Louis.’ We are living in an 
age of gunpowder and I thank God 
for it."’ 

Bradley afterwards admitted that he 
accepted rent every month from two 
negro tenants living in houses owned 
by him in the district. They were oc- 
cupying the houses when he bought 
them, he explained, and he could not 
get white tenants to live in them. 

The chief object of the meeting was 
to urge that th new negro high school 
being erected at Pendleton and Cottage 
avenues, be converted into a manual 
training school for whites, and that a 
new building being. constructed by the 
Board of Education at Nineteenth and 
Morgan streets, become thé negro high 
school. 

The Cote Brilliante association has 400 
members, and the Ncrthwestern Protec- 
tive and Improvement Association, which 
has joined the anti-negro crusade, has a 
membership of 1100 members, the ma- 
jority of whom are property owners in 
the menaced district. These associa- 
tions have been réinforced by the influ- 
ence of seven churches, Catholic and 
Protestant. 


CHURCHES CONSOLIDATE TO 
ESCAPE NEGRO INVASION 


An influx of negroes into the parish 
of St. James’ Episcopal Church, Goode 
and Cote Brilliante avenues, has com- 
pelled a decision to move the church, 











an ornate structure erected 15 years ago 


by E. C. Simmons in memory of his 
caughter, stone by stone, to the lot of 
the Church of the Redeemer, Euclid av- 
enue and Washington boulevard. 

An arrangement for merging the two 
Churches was determined upon Wednes- 
day night at separate meetings of the 
cc ngregations, Each possessed what the 
other needed. The Church of the Re- 
deemer owns a lot in a desirable situa- 
tion and no church; the St. James con- 
gregation owns a $50,900 chureh structure 
in a neighborhood which has become ob- 
jectionable. 

The Rey. J. Hollister Lynch, who ad- 


yocated the union of the two congrega- 
tions, did so at a personal sacrifice, for 


it was decided that the Rev. Edmund 
Duckworth, pastor of St. James’, would 
tecome rector of the consolidated 
churches. Frienis of the Rev. Mr. 
Lynch are assured that a good charge 
will be provided for him elsewhere.

Berlin Agency Catalogues Eli- 
gibles, Arranges Meeting and 
Then Gets Percentage.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—What does it 
cost a foreign nobleman to wed an 
American heiress? In the past few 
years more than five hundred ‘American 
girls who have married titles have car- 
ried with them to Europe $250,000,000 in 
dowries, or $500,000 per titie. 

But what does the title pay for the 
heiress, or what does the owner promise 
to pay? 

A dispatch from Paris tells of a suit 
for $1,000,000 brought by creditors of 
Prince Miguel of Braganza, who mar- 
ried recently Miss Anita Stewart of New 
York. 

One-Fifth of Dowry Pledged. 

According to this story, a syndicate 
composed of various persons whose lit- 
tle bills the heir to the Portuguese pre- 
tender was unable to settle, agreed to 
finance his matrimonial campaign on 
his agreement to. pay them one-fifth of 
whatever dowry he received from his fu- 
ture wife. He is willing to give back 
the actual amounts lent him with inter- 
est, but no more. 
The money lenders are anxfous, not 
only on account of their claims against 
Prince Miguel, but Because of money 
advanced to his brother, Prince Joseph 
of Braganza, to enable him to pay court 
to Marjorie Gould. According to the 
Paris dispatch, the younger Braganza 
agreed to pay the agents who arranged 
his meeting with the George Gould fam- 
ily $300,000 should he win the heiress and 
a fortune of $10,000,000, and a larger com- 
mission should the dowry warrant it. 

It is interesting to recall in view of 
these figures, that it cost Boni de Cas- 
tellane only $5000 to win the hand and 
fortune of Anna Gould, a greater heir- 
e8s than Anita Stewart, or possibly than 
her niece, Marjorie, for the George 
Goulds have many children, 

When Anna Gould went to Paris as 
a very young girl {t was expected that 
She would marry Boson de Tallyrand, 
and not his poor cousin, the young cur- 
ly-headed Boni, known as “Powder 
Puff.” Boni was miserably poor, glad, 
it was said, to get credit for three sum- 
mer suits from his tailor. But Anna} 
Gould fell in love with the pink and] 
white “Powder Puff’’ ahd Boni saw it. 

Tailor Backs Count Boni. 

After she had returned to America, 
it ig said that the little Count saun- 
tered into the shop of his tailor, Joseph 
Cavanaugh, and remarked: 

“Joseph, if you'll stake me to $5000 and 
20 suits, I'll go to New York and bring 
back that heiress.” 

And Be did. 

Boson de Tallyrand, afterward Duc 
de Valency, consoled himself with Miss 
Helen Morton, who later divorced him, 
and this mateh and many others are 
said to have been arranged, to her own 
pecuniary profit, by an old spinster in 
the American colony who is regarded 
as a professional matchmaker. 

There is in existence today an organi- 
zation known as the American Matri- 
monial Agency, with headquarters in 
Berlin, and branches in Vienna, Buda- 
pest, Prague, Munich, Stuttgart and 
half a dozen other German cities, as 
well as in Paris, Rome; Milan, Madria, 
Brussels and Copenhagen. 

This ageney exists solely for supply- 
ing information concerning American 
hetresses to impecunious nobles and for 
financing their matrimonial campaigns 
at an enormous profit, contingent, nat- 
urally upon their success. It has in 
every important American city repre- 
sentatives whose duty it is to keep the 
headquarters supplied with advance in- 
formation concerning the heiress crop. 

Persenal Charms Listed. 
Not only the. names and addresses, 


‘fortunes and past histories of the heir- 


esses are supplied, but also minute de- 
tails of their persons, such as the color 
of the eyes, and hair, condition of the 
teeth, figure, temper and even the size 
of gloves and shoes. Of course, the 
number and kind of the father’s invest- 
ments are required and the family pedi- 
gree. Women the employed by the 
agency to obtain such persona! details, 
usually supplied by maids or other 
servants. 

When an impoverished nobleman 
wants a wife he usually goes to the 
headquarters of the agency, pays a reg- 
istration fee and looks over the list of 
available heiresses.

MENTAL CURE 


Patient Is Sent to City Hos- 
pital, Barking and Biting at 
All Who: Approached. 


Constant assurances, given in cheer- 


ful and kindly tones by doctors, nurses 
and attendants in the City Hospital, 
have cured William J. Miller of one 
of the most pronounced cases of pseudo- 
hydrophobia ever seen in the institution. 
Miller was sent to the hospita] late 
Sunday night, barking like a dog, snarl- 
ing, and trying to bite everything with- 
in reach, all because he s@ feared hydro- 
phobia that he worked himself into the 
belief that he had it. 

The hospital doctors at.once saw that 
the man was not suffering from rabies, 
that he merely thought he had the dread 
disease, and they proceeded to cure his 
condition by mental suggestion, the

Dr. C. H. Shutt, assistant superinten- 
dent, in charge of the observation ward, 
instructed all the junior doctors, the 
nurses and attendants to try to soothe 
Miller every time they passed his cot, 
by telling him that he did not have 
hydrophobia, and would soon be ail 
right. 

This was kept up day and night, while 
the patient was strapped to his cot. 
It was seen that Miller had developed 
pseudo-hydrophobia to such an extent 
that he hod the traditional fear of wa- 
ter. 

After he had been placed in a more 
peaceful frame of mind, as a final test 
he was placed in a tub of water and al- 
lowed to remain there a considerable 
time, to reassi.e¢ him, and show him 
that his fears were groundless. After 
he came from his bath, a sedative was 
administered, and the patient dropped 
into @ calm sleep. 

When he awoke he was almost en- 
tirely well. His barking and biting 
ceased and he talked rationally.. Thurs- 
day the hospital physicians stated that 
Miller was almost well and would leave 
the institution in a few days. 

Miller, who is a laborer, and resides 
at the Erie House on Fourth street, 
iad a fight on Tuesday of last week, 
and he was bitten on the wrist and 
top of the head. The lacerations be- 
came infected and looked like danger- 
ous wounds. His fear of the dread 
disease then led to all the outward 
symptoms of hydrophobia.
